Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Hoover and Mr. Antrim expressed emphasis on the two-stage 
extruder conditions of the instant application. Since the currently-elected claims are in method format, they would like 
to focus on the elements of their process of producing a cold-water soluble starch, not particularly the starch itself. 
Although Mr. Hoover and Mr. Antrim believe Rose does not teach a two-stage extrusion process, even broadly 
interpreted, the examiner indicated that in the absence of other arguments, her position on Rose would remain the 
same (see paper mailed 7 February 2005). However, Mr. Antrim highlighted several aspects of the instant invention 
which do differ from the process taught by Rose. Some examples include applicants' use of untreated starch particles 
(on the order of 30 microns) and applicants' successful extrusion without the use of lubricants. Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Antrim will discuss the application further and will submit a response to the Office Action mailed 4 October 2005. 
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
